College  Den  Serves  As  Snack  Bar,  Discussion  Room 


Athletic  Field  Fence  Plan

Coke,  please  ...  My  point  of  view  .  .  .  Framed,  I  was 
framed  .  .  .  Suppose  I  should  study  .  . 

Snatches  of  conversation  and  music  continually  drift  from 
one  of  the  hubs  of  all  campus  activity— the  Castle  Den. 

Introduction  of  this  college  snack  bar  was  on  March  8.  1947.  At 
that  time  there  were  two  full-time  cooks  and  only  12  students  on  the 
payroll.  Furnishings  of  the  Den  were  provided  by  the  Wartburg 
College  Alumni  Association.  Miss  Vi  Lunring  assumed  her  present 
position  as  manager  of  the  Den  on  Dec.  1  of  that  same  year 
Den  Opens  At  8 

"When  I  first  came,  the  Den  opened  at  8  in  the  morning.  But 
now  we  open  at  7:30  to  accommodate  off-campus  students  and  others 
who  wish  to  eat  breakfast  before  classes,”  stated  Miss  Luhring.  Week¬ 
days,  service  is  available  till  10  p.m.  On  Friday  and  Saturday  nights 
doors  close  at  11.  Sunday  hours  are  from  3  to  10  p.m. 

Hour  changes  have  been  the  only  major  revision  in  policy  in  thc 
eight  years  of  operation. 

“You  might  mention  that  students  are  still  unhappy  because  we 
are  closed  during  convocation,”  the  manager  comments.  "We  also 
close  the  Den  for  all  major  activities  so  that  our  help  may  participate  ” 

Business  of  the  Den  has  grown  proportionately  with  the  increased 


enrollment  of  Wartburg.  For  comparison,  the  first  juke  box  had  only 
12  records;  students  now  have  a  choice  of  100  records.  The  Den  now 
employs  40  students  instead  of  the  original  12. 

3  Cooks  In  Kitchen 

Three  cooks  keep  busy  in  the  kitchen:  Mrs.  Emma  Richards,  who 
has  been  with  the  Den  since  it  first  opened;  Mrs.  Jim  Arjes.  daughter 
of  Mrs.  Richards,  who  began  in  September;  and  Mrs.  Esther  Flynn  who 
has  four  years  of  experience.  All  are  full-time  employees.

-  ,  ""f?  are  looking  forward  to  moving  the  Den  to  the  new  Union 
with  all  its  new  equipment.  However,  we  will  leave  this  homey 
atmosphere  of  the  old  Den  with  regreL"  congenial  Miss  Luhring  con¬ 
cluded.  "Students  should  feel  free  to  continue  to  come  to  the  Den 
for  relaxation  even  though  they  spend  no  money.  We  welcome  all.’* 


Answer  That  Bell-lt  May  Be  For  You  =5t" 


“Number,  please" 

"Five-eight-five,  please.” 

“Thank  you.  The  line  is  still  busy." 

So  it  goes.  Time  after  time  you 
receive  the  same  reply.  Finally,  the 
hour  of  curfew  comes  and  goes  .  .  .  and 
an  important  business  call  must  wait  out 
the  night  before  any  answer  can  be  ob¬ 
tained. 

Campus  telephone  service  is  an 
abominable  situation  that  has  prevailed 
for  several  years,  but  grows  progres¬ 
sively  worse  with  every  increase  in 
Wartburg’s  enrollment. 

What  can  be  done  to  calm  this  daily 
flood  of  unplaced  or  unanswered  calls? 
There  are  three  distinct  solutions  pos¬ 
sible. 

First,  let’s  work  with  the  ideal — a 
campus  switchboard  to  handle  every 
call  to  any  part  of  the  college.  The  Bell 
Telephone  Company  is  ready  to  install 
such  equipment  if  desired.  Several  small 
colleges  in  Iowa  now  use  this  setup  and 
find  it  satisfactory. 

However*  in  spite  of  its  merits,  a 
switchboard  for  the  entire  campus  would 
create  a  major  problem.  Any  switch¬ 


board  can  be  only  as  efficient  as  the 
operators.  Operators  would  be  needed 
around  the  clock,  and  such  employment 
demands  a  large  hunk  of  money — money 
that  isn’t  available  right  now.  Even 
though  the  college  may  be  able  to 
finance  installation,  operating  expense 
makes  this  idea  impractical  at  this  time. 

Yet  there  is  a  simpler  way.  The 
second  solution  involves  the  installation 
of  additional  lines  into  Wartburg  and 
Grossmann  Halls.  Centennial  Hall,  which 
already  has  two  separate  lines,  is  a  stand¬ 
ing  example  of  the  problem  alleviation 
possible  with  this  system. 

What  is  the  cost  of  an  extra  line? 
That  depends  largely  on  how  well 
equipped  the  phones  are.  Installation 
charge  is  $3.50.  One  phone  is  $4  per 
month.  Buzzers,  line  holds,  pick-ups  and 
intercoms  range  in  price  from  20  to  35 
cents  each.  Extension  phones  are  $1 
per  month. 

At  present,  Grossmann  Hall  is 
equipped  with  one  line  and  three  ex¬ 
tensions — a  phone  on  each  floor.  The 
monthly  bill  for  local  calls  at  the  men's 
dorm  is  almost  $16.  However,  if  an¬ 


other  line  were  added,  it  would  probably 
not  be  necessary  to  completely  double  the 
system  to  gain  the  needed  efficiency. 

Therefore,  the  bill  would  not  total 
to  an  unreasonable  increase  and  no  fur¬ 
ther  maintenance  expense  would  be  ne¬ 
cessary. 

However,  until  either  of  these  two 
possibilities  becomes  a  reality,  it  is  up 
to  every  student  using  a  college  phone 
to  improve  the  present  facilities.  Keep 
two  things  in  mind. 

First,  limit  yourself  to  necessary 
conversations.  You  may  have  the  line, 
but  you  can  rest  assured  you’re  not  the 
,  only  one  who  wants  it.  Secondly,  when 
the  phone  rings  on  a  dorm  floor,  it  is 
seldom  just  to  test  the  buzzer.  Make 
sure  that  every  call  on  your  floor  is 
answered  immediately.  After  all,  it  may 
be  for  you. 

“The  line  is  busy,"  or  “Shall  I  ring 
again?"  are  two  phrases  used  far  too 
frequently  by  Waverly  telephone  op¬ 
erators.  Till  more  lines  are  added,  it’s 
up  to  every  student  who  can  talk  to 
ease  the  situation.

The  President  Speaks  Only  Time  Will  Answer  Nuclear  Question 

A  MESSAGE  FROM  DR.  C.  H.  BECKER  M 


"Foreign  Scholarships?  That’s  not  for  me.  I’m  not  interested 
in  anything  foreign,  at  least  not  right  now.  I  might  be  if  I  would  be 
drafted  into  the  service  and  would  have  to  go  to  some  foreign  country. 
Or  later  on  I  might  be  interested,  if  I  had  enough  money  to  travel 
abroad.  Right  now  I  have  myself  and  my  college  education  to  think 

about.  .  . 

"Scholarships?  Yes,  if  I  can  get  one  for  myself  and  make  it 
just  a  little  easier  for  me  financially  while  I  am  at  college.  But 
why  should  I  give  for  some  student  in  Korea,  Nigeria,  Japan  or 
India?" 

Within  recent  weeks  it  was  my  privilege  to  read  a  number  ol 
books  on  the  Far  East.  The  impression  that  haunted  me  for  days  was 
the  desperate  situation  in  which  millions  of  people  in  these  countries 
find  themselves — homeless,  hopeless,  living  in  poverty  that  is  un¬ 
believable  to  the  western  mind.  Young  people  of  college  age  with  no 
hope  for  the  future,  wasting,  away! 

As  one  reads  about  these  conditions  one  cannot  help  being 
impressed  by  the  tremendous  responsibility  that  rests  on  us  in  the 
United  States  and  us  at  Wartburg  College,  if  we  take  our  Christianity 
seriously,  and  if  we  believe  that  “we  are  our  brother’s  keeper.  ’ 

On  my  desk  there  lies  a  letter  containing  a  desperate  plea  to 
make  it  possible  for  two  Chinese  students  to  attend  Wartburg  College 
next  year,  the  one,  Gladys  Hsu,  now  living  in  South  Africa;  the  other, 
Kwong  Loi  Tsin,  a  native  of  Hong  Kong.  These  pleas  could  be  dupli¬ 
cated  manv  times  over  from  students  in  Korea,  Japan.  Greece,  Ger¬ 
many  and’ many  other  countries.  These  young  people  plead  for  a 
chance  in  life,  for  a  college  education,  for  a  Christian  education. 
They  are  knocking  at  the  doors  of  Wartburg  College. 

I  feel  guilty  every  time  I  receive  one  of  these  letters- — and 
we  receive  dozens  each  year — and  send  it  over  to  the  Public  Re¬ 
lations  Office,  knowing  full  well  that  the  answer  will  be,  "Where 
are  we  going  to  get  the  money  to  help  these  young  people?  We 
have  no  funds!"  ,  „  , 

The  Student  Body  Project  this  year  challenges  the  Christian  love, 
Insight  and  convictions  of  every  person  on  the  campus  of  Wartburg 
College.  Do  we  have  a  Christian  obligation  toward  our  fellow  men’ 
Is  our  love  strong  enough  to  make  a  financial  sacrifice  to  help  "one 
of  these,  our  brethren'T  secure  a  Christian  education  at  Wartburg 
College?  Are  we  willing  to  think  this  big  problem  through  and  then 
act  upon  our  convictions? 


Many  failures  in  the  history  of  mankind  may 
be  traced  to  the  singular  developments  of  man's 
sciences.  Knowledge  has  come  to  man  in  fits  and 
starts.  Advances  in  one  field  have  far  outstripped 
needed  parallel  advances  in  another. 

In  this  present  age  of  technological  develop¬ 
ment.  the  pitfalls  of  our  incomplete  knowledge  are 
apparent.  Technically  this  generation  is  the  most 

- -  advanced  in  history — socially  the 

advancement  of  man's  dealing 
with  man  might  be  questioned. 

•TT"  Our  age  is  an  age  of 

atomic  bombs  and  hydrogen 
bombs,  of  cold  and  hot  wars. 

■**  MM  We  are  afraid  of  Pent  up 
energies  of  the  earth  and  the 
dangers  of  the  sky. 

In  a  recent  report  of  the  civil 
defense  status  of  the  United 
States,  director  Val  Peterson  cited 
the  inadequacies  of  our  air-warn¬ 
ing  and  interception  system.  Short  warning  times 
and  anything  less  than  complete  interception  in 
this  age  of  nuclear  warfare  would  mean  terrible 
destruction.  One  bomb  in  an  atomic  war  would 
create  more  damage  than  many  bombloads  would 
have  created  in  World  War  II. 

Reports  on  the  tests  of  nuclear  weapons  would 
lead  one  to  the  conclusion  that  more  than  the  mere 
explosive  force  of  the  bomb  is  involved.  When 


news  of  the  death  of  a  Japanese  fisherman  who  had 
been  fishing  70  miles  from  the  scene  of  the  Eniwetok 
blast  reached  the  ears  of  the  public,  fear  of  this 
Frankenstein  of  destruction  crept  into  the  world 
citizen's  heart. 

In  the  right  places,  10  hydrogen  bombs  could 
paralyze  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  United 
State’s  steel  production.  Detonations  in  metropolitan 
areas  would  kill  millions  of  people. 

More  than  instant  destruction,  we  are  dealing 
here  with  a  cloud  of  death.  The  radioactive  cloud 
formed  by  the  explosion  would  prove  fatal  to  an 
unprotected  populace  over  an  area  of  7,000  square 

More  potent  than  an  H-bomb,  militarists 
could  resort  to  a  C-bomb.  This  is  a  hydrogen 
bomb  wrapped  in  a  blanket  of  cobalt  which 
multiplys  its  effectiveness  many  times.  As  com¬ 
pared  to  the  fallout  of  an  H-bomb,  the  fallout 
of  a  C-bomb  would  cover  a  larger  area,  con¬ 
taminate  to  a  greater  degree  and  prolong  the 
danger  period.

One  can  express  his  opinion 
or  slate  his  convictions,  but 
unless  he  continues  to  press 
his  point,  he  will  make  no 
more  progress  than  the  snail 
that  climbs  three  feet  up  a 
telephone  pole  in  the  day¬ 
time  and  slides  back  four  at 
night. 

As  with  all  God’s  blessings,  in¬ 
dividuality,  when  put  to  good  use, 
carries  with  it  a  load  of  satis¬ 
faction.  Only  when  we  feel  we 
have  done  something  "on  our 
own”  do  we  find  the  full  joy  of 
accomplishment.  Only  when  we 
take  a  stand,  and  stick  to  it,  do  we 
feel  that  we  are  a  part  of  God’s 
creation. 

Individuality  is  a  blessing,  a 
responsibility,  a  duty  and  a  means

Committee  Reveals  New  Absence  Ruling 
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“For  each  additional  unexcused  absence  still  another  hour 
of  credit  shall  be  added  to  the  graduation  requirements  until 
as  many  hours  have  been  added  as  the  course  offers,"  states 
the  new  resolution  of  the  Educational  Policies  Committee 
effective  next  fall. 


Replacing  paragraph  10  on 
page  43  of  the  Warfburg  Cata¬ 
log,  the  resolution  reads  as 

"When  a  student  has  three  un¬ 
excused  absences  in  a  course  offer¬ 
ing  three  hours  of  credit,  or  four 
unexcused  absences  in  a  course 
offering  four  hours  of  credit,  or 
five  unexcused  absences  in  a  course 
offering  five  hours  of  credit,  or 
two  unexcused  absences  in  a  course 
offering  one  or  two  hours  of  credit, 
the  number  of  credit  hours  re¬ 
quired  for  graduation  shall  be  in¬ 
creased  by  one  credit  hour. 

"For  each  additional  unexcused 
absence  still  another  hour  of  credit 
shall  be  added  to  the  graduation 
requirements  until  as  many  hours 
have  been  added  as  the  course 

"Thereafter,  if  the  student 
incurs  further  unexcused  ab¬ 
sences,  he  will  be  required  to 
drop  the  course  and  his  grade 
will  be  determined  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  regulations  per¬ 
taining  to  'official  withdraw¬ 
al'." 

The  second  paragraph  of  the 
resolution  reads  “Unexcused  ab¬ 
sences  incurred  the  day  before  or 
after  a  vacation  or  holiday  involv¬ 
ing  courses  offering  three,  four  or 
five  hours  of  credit  will  be  counted 
twice  in  computing  the  number  of 
absences."

Dr.  Sittler's  Convo 
Challenges  Studes 

Having  now  spoken  on  all  Lu¬ 
theran  campuses  in  this  country 
except  one.  Dr.  Joseph  Sittler,  Jr„ 
Thursday’s  convocation  speaker, 
posed  the  question,  "What  does  it 
mean  to  you  that  Christ  died  for 
your  sins?” 

Admittedly  tackling  a  tough 
subject,  “The  Cruciform  Char¬ 
acter  of  Human  Existence,"  Dr. 
Sittler  dwelt  on  man’s  understand¬ 
ing  of  time  and  our  moral  sub- 
consciousness. 

He  stressed  the  fact  that  time 
refers  to  the  passing  of  events — 
events  which  can  never  occur 
exactly  the  same  again — and  that 
time  pushes  us  steadily  toward 
our  death.  Dr.  Stittler  also  empha¬ 
sized  the  importance  of  letting 
God  take  over  our  lives. 

Pointing  out  that  moral  sub- 
consciousness  is  knowing  there  is 
a  cross  and  knowing  that  the  way 
we  appear  to  our  family  and 
friends  is  not  the  way  we  appear 
to  God,  Dr.  Sittler  continued  by 
saying  that  if  we  want  to  be  bet¬ 
ter  than  what  we  are,  we  must 
not  only  live  for  ourselves  but 
recognize  the  cross  by  working 
for  Christ 

"God  has  not  entered  our  world 
only  as  a  visitor,”  concluded  Dr. 
Sittler,  "but  through  death  He  has 
become  a  part  of  the  world.”
